MEETING ON FINAL TEXT OF SECOND DAVIGNON REPORT 
(REFTELS). CHIEFS OF GOVERNMENT HAD BEEN ASKED TO 
CONVEY FORMAL APPROBATION TO DANISH FOREIGN MINISTER 
(AND EC COUNCIL PRESIDENT) ANDERSEN BY AUGUST 15, AT 
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WHICH POINT THE DANES WOULD THEN RELEASE THE REPORT 
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TO THE PUBLIC. OUR SOURCES SAY THAT AS OF AUGUST 27, 

ALL NINE EC STATES EXCEPT FRANCE HAD DONE SO. WE ARE 
TOLD THAT PARIS HAS MADE NEITHER A REPLY NOR PROVIDED 
AN EXPLANATION FOR ITS DELAY IN RESPONDING. THE 
DANES, AS CURRENT EC PRESIDENT, PRESENTLY ARE SEEKING 
CLARIFICATION FROM PARIS. OUR GERMAN SOURCES SAY 
THEY HOPE THE DELAY RESULTS FROM NOTHING MORE THAN
